I hereby submit the following report: 


Four executive meetings were held, transacting such business as is 
recorded in report of said Committee. The meeting of the Joint Com- 


mittee on matter of the Bulletin was attended in Fremont, November 


12th, and in accordance with motions there passed and herein included 


under report of said Committee, your President, with the co-operation 


of Officers and Department Secretaries, has furnished articles for two 
columns of Nebraska Synod Lutheran. 


The Women’s Missionary Society was represented at a For- 
eign Missionary Conference in Omaha December IIth, in the interest 
of Andhra Christian College by the President and First Vice President, 
who made short talks. 


The Women’s Missionary Society was represented at three meetings 
of the Joint Midland Assembly Committee, at one of which a constitu- 
tion was adopted. 


The meeting of the Committee for Redistricting Conferences was 
attended. Actions will be found in the report of said Committee. 


An itinerary covering eight meetings and touching fifteen congrega- 
tions was arranged for Miss Annie E. Sandford, returned Missionary 
from India. 

An itinerary arranged for Mrs. H. C. Bell, General Field Secretary, 
touching every congregation in the Synod. 

A special effort was made to co-operate with the four surrounding 
Synodical Societies to avoid overlapping convention dates. 

A circular letter was sent out explaining and urging 1924 Christmas 
Offering Special. 

At request of Synodical Committee on Evangelism a letter was 
sent urging co-operation during the Pre-Lenten Mission Services; a let- 
ter also sent urging observance of the Week of Prayer and remembrance 
of the General Board in prayer who were in session. 

The meetings of both conferences were attended . 

Little personal visitation was accomplished but a close touch main- 
tained through the Synodical Lutheran and correspondence. 

Two Women’s Societies, York and Walton, have disbanded; one new 
one at Davenport has been organized. Lincoln has organized a Y. W. 


Society and report of a V. W. Society at South Sioux, though organized 


last year, was not received until this year. The Y. W. Society total is 14, 
two of which are new. This means we must have 24 by July . to at- 
tain our goal. 
The Light Brigade Department shows new organizations at Grand 
Island, Lincoln, St. James, Omaha, Kountze Memorial Mission and a re- 
organization at Wayne. 

Resignation of Mrs. J. F. Kreuger, as Annuity Secretary, neces- 
sitated by her going to China, was accepted with deep regret.

REPORT OF CONSTITUTION COMMITTEE 


The Constitution Committee wishes to call attention to the proposed 

changes in the Constitution, which had their first reading last year and 
are to be voted on at this Convention. These proposed changes are 
found in the Minutes of 1924, pages 94 and 95. 
In addition, the committee wishes to present another change for 
your consideration. On recommendation of the Joint Committee from 
Nebraska Synod and our Society, and in order more efficiently to de- 
velop our work throughout the state, we submit the following article 
as a substitute for Article VII of our Constitution: 

Article VII, Section 1. The Synodical Society shall be divided into 
seven districts, according to natural divisions, as follows: 

North East—South Sioux, Dakota City, Salem; Dakota City, Em- 
manuel; Homer, Hubbard, Emerson, Wayne, Allen, Ponca. 

Omaha—Kountze Memorial, St. Mark’s, St. Luke’s, Grace, Redeemer, 
Benson and Tekamah. 

South East—Nebraska City, Auburn, Stella, Verdon, Falls City. 

Fremont—Fremont, Hooper, West Point, Oakland, Leigh, Creston. . 

Lincoln—Lincoln, Walton, Eagle, Wilber, Beatrice, Spring Valley, 
Hardy. 

Central—York, Hampton, Rising City, Wolbach, Ericson, Benedict 
Bethel, Benedict Zion, McCool Junction, Davenport, Stamford, Grand 
Island. 

Platte, Oshkosh, Lewellen, Paxton, 
Sidney, Gurley, Bridgeport, Potter. 


Section 2. A District Chairman shall be appointed in each district, 


whose duty it shall be to encourage and aid in the organization of new 


societies in her territory, and to further the work of the society in her 


district in every possible way. It shall be her duty to plan a district 
meeting at least once a year. She shall give a report of her work at 
the annual Convention of the Synodical Society. 

Since this article cannot be adopted until a year from now, in order 
to avoid delay and give the plan a tryout, your Committee recommends 
that the President be authorized to carry out its provisions this year as 
though already adopted. 

The adoption of this report shall be considered the official notice of 
the proposed change in Article VII of the Constitution, in order that 
it may be voted on next year. |
